themlVives protected, in their lawful pur­ 
is t s , by the government of their country, 
will prole cute their enterprize* with vigour 
aid fpirit i from whence muff naturally 
refult a high degree of public and private 
profperity. 
it has been fometimes faid that this mode 
of calculator! is untair ; becauic the faving 
in infurance, and captures, is a laving to the 
merchants alone ; whereas the expellee of 
a Beet is to be borne by the nation at large.

But, ai Congrefs, after the m atu reil 
exam ination, found no reafun to doubt a- 
bout their conilitutional power to pafs thofe 
adts, and the particular cireumilances which 
induced them teex ercifc that power, have 
Ijy no means, ceafed, it was thought inex­ 
pedient to con?i-.nt to the repeal, and the m o­ 
tion was rejedled. 
T h e reafons whereon 
this rcjcdtion was founded, are detailed and 
cni'oi ccd in a report o f a felcdl committee, 
which was publilhed, and o f which I fur- 
warded fonie copies to the dilirid^.
